Abotit one-third of the entire food supply In
msted. He sald this same thing had held
frue In England hefore the war,
~ *But the war has changed a great deal
4f the waste in England,” he said. *“For
Imtance, I found that since the Government
of England hus cut down a loaf of bread a
Wk for each person that loaf of bread is
mved, not wasted. In a family of six, for
. Imlance, before the war thirty-six loaves
bread were eaten, Now there are thirty
vei of bread to the same family. But

T
the peopls get just as much food and the
Bix loaves are not miused, heeause the peo-
ple eal the whole thirty jonves instead of
cating just thirty and wasting the six.”
Doctor Taylor sald the same thing Is trus
In this country, He saye the matter of re-
ducing the cost of living is one education and
the nation cannot sxpect 1o do it in & day.
Harvey M. Watts, of the PusLic Lupamn,
told us & similar thing. Ae told how a ean-
viaes of the garbage of the cily of New
York showed that the people of the poorer
districts had much more garbage than other
sections of the city had In comparizon,
"The frugnl peasant who comes to thia
country loses his habita of theift,” =aid My,
Watte,  “He hears he I= in n Iand of mlenty,
and, of course, (8 enrning more money than
he aver did befors In his life. g0 he thinks It
In nol necessary to save, and he does not.”
He said, too, that in this eountry we hava

n fradition that teaches, “If you would
li\'o. well, live extravagantly,”
I'he dist squad 13 alming not o teach

that a family can live on just twenty-five
cents n day and ne more, but that It can
live and get snough nourishment to carry
on dafly tasks and rebulld body tiggues on
much less than (e baing spent today f the
wifa but kmw’ how to buy foods and pre-
pare them wo® that the maximim nourigh-
mant i obtained

. B Kates, chalriman of the food values
committes of the Mayvor's food Investigation
eommiesion, tald me that he koew that n
dlet squad had passed the experimental
stage and that It bad reached the demons
stration period,

“TL Is now a question of how we can
teach the Amerliean housewifs how she can
buy and prepare nourishing food for her
famlly,” he sald, “and for that reason
our committes, consisting of some of the
leading fond wvalus experts In tha Tnited
States, has recommended to the Mayor that
we have a great demonstration and let tha
women of Philadelphin see how this can be
done, We sugigest that Hortlcultural Hall
be used for two weeks, starting the last
week In April, and that we make meals for
five, slx, elght and twelve cents, as they
have been done on the diet squad at the
Lighthouse,

“This diet gquad movement must not stop
when the two weeks are over, We must
get the message over to the American
housewife. And we hope to do it In Phila-
delphia with the ald of from 5000 to 20,000
roclal workers and dietitiane and nurses
all alding In the education of the Amer-
fean  housewife.”

Another man told me that he knew It
was lmpossible for women to learn these
things immediately, and he thought It a
shame that some of the Philadelphin hus«
bands should blame thelr wiver and threat-
en to reduce the housekeeping budget be
cause the diet squad could live on twenty«
five cents a day per person and his wife
couldn't,

“It I8 a matter of education,” that s
what we have heard every day from the
eminent speakers who have been with us.

From Dr. BEugens Lyman Fisk, the
director of the Lif% Extension Institute,
down on through all the speakers it lias
been the same story.

Taking the consensus of opinlon, most
of the women are not to blame. All they
need I8 n chance. They are just as
anxious tn reduce the cost of living as
their hushands.

We elght members of the squad hopa
we hiave helped bliaze a trall and that the
work will go on and that we have not
“dieted in valn." .
